Those aboard 
the boat, Peterson concluded, either | 
perished in the flames or Jumped 
overboard and drowned. 

The five members of the Xios’ 
crew were John Gianetsis, captain, 
Nick Gianetsis, diver; Spiros Papa- 
temetrios, air-line tender; Dennis 
Alefantis, engineer, and Nathaniel

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Admin- 
istration leaders in the Senate 
planned to devote the week-end to 
efforts to pacify Democratic critics 
of the $4,880,000,000 works and re- 
lief bill, with the hope of putting 
the measure through next week. 


After more debate on the Dill 
Monday, Senator McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, intends to introduce a mo- 
tion to return it to the Appropria- 
tions Committee with instructions 
that the $880,000,000 for direct relief 
be separated from the rest of the 
measure and _ reportea*s out for 
speedy action. He intended also to 
continue on the floor his effort to 
require payment of prevailing 
wages on public works projects. 

A movement to limit the duration 
of the bill so that grants could not 
be made from it during the 1936 
Presidential campaign is being sup- 
ported by Senate Republicans. Un- 
der the measure as now worded, the 
money would be available until 
June 30, 1937. The Republican Sen- 
ators agreed to fight for an amend- 
ment which would prevent the 
President from making any 4alloca- 
tions for work relief projects after 
June 30, 1936. 

Green Opposes Wage Substitute. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
each Senator today op- 
posing the administration-supported 
the McCarran pre- 
amendment. Green 
termed it “unsatisfactory and unac- 
ceptable to labor.” 

The substitute, approved by the 
Appropriations Committee, “will in 
no way protect labor in its efforts 
to preserve wage standards set in 
different communities as a result 
of years of struggle and effort on 
the part of org -anized labor,” Green 
declared. 

Instead of requiring the payment 
of prevailing wages on all public 
works projects, the substitute would 
permit the President to fix dif- 
ferent rates of wages for various 
types of work, and would require 
him to establish the _ prevailing 
wage in any community where’ a 
lower rate of pay was found to 
affecting the general 
scale. 

“We sincerely wish and desire,” 
Green said, “that standard rates of 
pay established in each community 
shall be guarded preserved and pro- 
tected. We are of the opinion that 


'a relief wage established on a lower 


than the prevailing rates of 
pay will tear down our wage stand- 
directly or indirect- 
the wages of 
working people.

Effect of Vandenberg’s Speech. 


There was considerable specula- 
tion regarding the effect on Demo- 
cratic discindents of the attack 
made on the measure from the Sen- 
ate floor yesterday by Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan. Charg- 
ing that it would “retard recovery” 
and fail to meet the relief prob- 
lem, Vandenberg sarcastically pro- 
posed this substitute: 

“1. Congress hereby appropriates 
$4,880,000,000 to the President to use 
as he pleases. 

“2. Anybody who doesn’t like it 
is fined $1000.” 

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
predicted that Vandenberg’s speech, 
because of its source and “partisan- 
ship,” would strengthen the admin- 
istration’s forces and cause some 
Democrats to oppose changes in the 
bill which otherwise they would 
have favored. 

McCarran thought Vandenberg 
and Senator Steiwer (Rep.), Ore- 
gon, who also attacked the bill, had 
made a good analysis of the meas- 
ure. 

Vandenberg said he opposed the

mittee. It is understood that this subcommittee wilt 
propose a tax levy of less than 1 per cent, but on a 
broader base than that fixed in the present law. 
The Post-Dispatch holds no brief for any particu- 
tar sates tax rate. It does Selieye, hawever, that 
full consideration should be given to the possibility 
of increasing the revenues through complete enforce- 
ment of the law.

THE SUPREME COURT ON THE MOONEY CASE. 

The Supreme Court’s decision this week against 
reconsidering its recent refusal to review the Mooney 
case is in line with its established practice. In an- 
nouncing its conviction that it should not review the 
case, the court last December went to great pains 
to state its reasons, whereas ordinarily it dismisses 
applications for review with no more than a mere 
announcement.

household business of feeding a family 

well at low cost would seem to concern 
too many persons during these days of high 
food prices to permit the household budget 
to be ignored for very long. For those of 
us who must watch pennies and delegate 
them to the place where they are going to 
do the most good a working’ budget of some 
kind must be followed. 

The “90-cent dinner for four” is possible 
when the household budget allows approxi- 
mately $12.60 a week for food. Half of this 
amount would cover the cost of breakfast, 
lunches and staples. The remaining $6.30 
should provide well-planned, wholesome, pal- 
atable and altogether interesting dinners for 
the family. 

Prices vary in different sections of the 
city. Therefore the actual cost of this menu 
might be only 88 cents in one neighborhood, 
whereas in another it might rise to 92 cents, 
or might show an equal variation in the 
same neighborhood within any one week. 
It often happens that certain foods other 
than what you have anticipated are offered 
at an attractive price on the day you do 
your marketing. In that event, the market- 
ing list may easily be adjusted.

Before we give the recipes for this menu, 
let us show how we determine the cost of 
each ingredient in-order to get the cost, 
first of each dish, and then of the total 
menu. 

The ham called for in the menu above 
Was on sale at 23 cents a pound, provided 
you bought a whole or at least a half ham. 
Otherwise you would have had to pay 39 
cents a pound. In order to take advantage 
of the lower price, we bought half-a ham. 
From this half we had the butcher cut. off 
two half-inch slices for immediate use. They 
weighed one and one-third pounds, making

least 21 cents. 

The remainder of the ham we planned to 
use later in the week as roast ham and 
savory made-over dishes. 

You can analyze the other ingredients of 
the different dishes in the same way. The 
upside-down cake, for instance, called for 
apricots. We bought a package containing 
o2 dried apricots for 23 cents. Only 14 apri- 


cots were used in making the cake, and 
these cost approximately 6 cents. 

Look now at the recipe given for the cake 
and you will find that the total cost amounts 
to 18 cents. But the recipe makes’ eight 
servings, so that it can be used twice for 
a family of four, thus making the total cost 
of the dessert in our model menu just 9 
cents. 

Such careful figuring need not be done 
for each menu in the week after you have 
definitely established your weekly budget. 

The marketing outline which appears with 
this article is made out in terms of definite 
quantities for the sake of economy of time 
as well as of money. You may find it de- 
sirable to buy in larger quantity, and you 
are inevitably going to buy more of certain 
items than you will use for one dinner. 
Future menus will make good use of the 
oversupply. 

Your own marketing list, too, may vary 
from our outline, for you will make out your 
list not only on the basis of what is called 


for in the menu we have given, but also 
of what items in it you already have in your 
refrigerator and supply cupboard.
